Also, the amendment filed on 7/29/03 amending the claims and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is 
non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention (Fig. 4) because independent 
claims 1, 18, and 24 require the number of diodes per transmission line to decrease such as taught by non-elected Fig. 5.
